For it is the raſh and haſtic humor of ſome men, that 
prefſerh them forward to vſe ſuch meanes for remedie, 
as (crucrh bur for the preſent time, nor hardly then nei- 
ther; but rather by the vnnaturalleffe&s of their ſcou- 
rings, their 18 left behind ia the bodie of the Hawke ſome 
vnlauorie. annoiance , whereby the ſtomacke is made 
more vnkt for quicke and perfe& digeſture then it was 
before, Contrariwiſe, if men would but rarrieatime 
conucnient, of all other dilcaſcs the Fellanders would 
beeaſily cured and ſooneſt rid awaie, which to effet you 
muſt looke vnto the tomacke, and by orderly and clean 
feede, with the beſt meat youcan get, ſeek to cleanſe 
and make that perfe&t. 

And faile not euerie night, inſtead of caſting, to giue 
her haife a dozen ſmall ſtones out of faire water, which 
you ſhall finde will ſo warke, and in ſmal time (o temper 
the ſtomacke, that it will bee made firand broughtto 
_ and good dilgeſture , and the Fellanders will 
oone be rid awaic, Alfo, bee ſurethat you feed with 


good and light meate, ſuch as iscafie to be digeſted, and 
letit be hotand the quantiethereof reaſonable. 

And to prone that the Fellanders may be takenaway 
without ſcowring,doe butremember whether the ſoun- 
deft Hawke inthe world will nothaucthem ,whilc ſhee is

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inthe Mew, of which there is no queſtion to be made : 
for it is moſtcertaine that all Hawkes of thatkind , will 
have them with a continuance of rancke and franke feed. -

ry often, both inwardly and outwardly, as ſomerimes it .. 
will appeare by colde.in the head, diftemper inthe bo-! 
dy, and il kemours that doediltilland fall downeinto - 
thelegs-and fects, appearing. ingowres, and luch other - 
thingsas Fhaue before named. - 
 Altojat fome-othertime when your Fawkeisdrawno: 
ino the brooke witha fowle, after ſhe hath flowne and 
laboured andis hot inwardly; although ſhe be preſently 
carried away to bcedricd, yetafterward when night is- 
come, ſheisnomore cared for, nor thought onthenthe.

thatprocecd on this occalion , be lides ſome orher incon- 
uenienccs that doe belong tothe lame,as for ſuch Hawkes 
as you doe vicandare accuſtomed to be ſer downe after 
their fying and feeding, to the endto trampleand qual- 
lie the heat of their late deſire;they will ever after vaqui- 
etly lookeforit , if they wantit, and willnotbe pleaſed

ſelfc that is notthe beſt courſero be vſcd, for ſo they may. 
with continuance eate (6. neere the bone and finewes, 
whereby the ſame may be afterwards periſhed .in the cure 
or otherwiſe it may fall into the; foorand ioint , from. 


 whenccall theſingles doe ſhootand- grow , which is the- 


hardeſt place ofall to be recoyered,there is (omany veins- 
and finewes inthat placefor the humour to feed-vpon, 
wherefore cucn ſo ſoone as you doe find and perceive a- 
ny of theſe things to appearein any of theſeplaces , in. 
felled knobs-or knots hard or ſoft , take a knife very. 
ſharpe at the point, and ſlirthe placeall alongand long- 
waics on the legorfoot , whereas you hall find the fleſh . 
to bewithin of a ſpungicand hollow ſubſtance , rhen if. 
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feare nor. toclip it away on both ſides that you maycome 
ſo muchthe necrerto the bottome,and when you have (0 
done, rakea little ofthe water that I haue ſer downe for 
| the frownce,and warme it,and waſh the place well with a 
feather vntill itdoe leaue blecding : then take out of the 
aforeſaid wateras much of a ſage cafe as will conerthe 
fore placeand lay it on, and there viſe meancsto keepe it, 
vntill it doedrie and ftickefaſt chereunto, and theneuery 
day twice or thrice with a feather doe well moiſten the 
leafeand place where it doth lie with the ſame water, ifit 
be poſſible not ſtirring the leafe,but if you cannot forceic 
to fticke faſt ; neuertheleſſe if you waſk it well with this 
water it will furely kill the rancke , and cating & ſwelling 
kumor on what place ſocuer it doc grow:lome men when. 
.they doe perceiue firft theſe kind of things toariſe , and 
-grow on any part of the leg or foot of their Hawkes, they 
doe partly begin to diſpoſe themſclues to chafe , and an- 
noint them with one kind of oyle or other ; hoping by 
char meanes roaſſwage and take away the ſwelling , but 
they wereas good to praiſe on a tone and ſeckero mo- 
lifie that ; for as I hane ſhewed youthele things doe pro- 
ceed ofan vnkind humor, whereby whereire doth reft and 
ſerrle, ir corrupts the fleſh, and being ſuffered, intime ir 
conuertcth into white cating curnels-incceaſing, andare _ 
euycn inthe ſame nature as frowncesbe, and mult beſear- 
ched tothe bocrome, anddeſtroied witha ſharpe drying 
medicine., I hauecured a numberof theſe kind of ſwel- 
lings onely with chis water and the ſame mannerof dreſe 
ſing, as of very late I cured a Hawke of my lord Comp- 
tors, 4 Goſchawke, that I was inforced firſt toſlit her with 
a knife, from her eare vnto her nare,andcloſe by her eye, 
and then toclipaway all the skin and fleſh tothe bones, 
and to her throateand Aa ranckor ofthe humour

allo rooke divers white curnels ont of it, whereof one of

Alfo, if this kinde of ſwelling do begin to grow on the 
very ioint of the foot, either on the top,or on either fide, 
or betycencany of the {ingles,{o it be any thing vpward, : 
feare not to giueveEtvatoit, being ſure to have your knife 
ſer for the purpoſe, with the backe of the point ground 
away,that you may carrie it vpward and go.nottoo deep, 
yet be ſure to pierce both the skin and corr-'pted fleſh to 
the bottome : Likewiſe, you muſt hane care to launce it 
longwaies as the ſinnewes doe runne'}, for otherwiſe, to 
croſſe either thelegge or the foote, you may endanger 
them and lo ſpoile the Hawke: Thus withthis water and 
order in the vſage of it, you may kill and deftroy any of 
theſe kind of infirmities that all Ze kesare ſybicf vnto, . 
and from whence doth proceede that which we tearme 
and call by the name of the gowte, and from no other 
thing, and onely with ſuffering and giving libertie vato 
the hnmour'to plant it ſelferoo deepe before it be corre-
